Bailey et al (US 6,448,278) teach the compounds of formula (I), which are 
Procollagen C-Proteinase (PCP) inhibitors and have utility in conditions mediated by 
PCP. The instant compounds differ from the prior art by having further substitution 
through different variables including a S0 2 group, which is attached indirectly to the core 
oxazole ring. The prior art compounds neither teach nor render obvious the instantly 
claimed invention and there is no suggestion or motivation to modify the compound of 
other prior art to obtain the instant compounds. Therefore the instant claims are allowable 
over the prior art of record.
